Mr, Harman; I send you u few 
thoughtaon Mr, Walker's leaflet, “Law 
nnd Lave, and calling attention to some 
of tho mistakes containod therein. Mr, 
W, is entitled to tho gratitudo of women 
forthe kind fceling ho shows in their 
behadf, They havo suffered under many 
nbnsos in the past and still labor under 
many disadvantages, but the way to her 
completo emancipation frecdom lios not 
in tho direction ho points out, That 
would simply carry her back again to 
tho haleyon (2?) days when sho wus not 
the legal wifo Dut simply the “partner” 
ot tha cave man ond picked a bone with 
` him for her dinner when biy strong, 
right arm did net proventher from doing 
so: There was no civil law thore to bind 
him, much Jessto protect ber (1) 

The whole cffort is a case in point of 
aiming to do one thing aud only doing, 
iť doing wf all, something in the oppo- 
site direction, ‘The force of lns assor- 
liona is directed against legal marriage, 
as if to show that under it, woman snt. 
fera avery wrong, Whilo iu the absence 
of logal restriction sho would enjoy overy 
right. In defenso of this position he 
makes some quife remarkable assertions, 


a few of which I will notice. Itis well 
to remember here, whether wo stand 
with sciontists on the oyolution theory, 
or with Bible adhorouts, the samo fact 
starog ns in the face, that wo nro zotim- 
porfect croatures, and the question is, 
what can we do under such conditions, 
ond not what we would do if the devel- 
opment of ihe race was complete, 

Yo illustrate, Mr. W. says love is its 
own law. We mayns well say appetite 
is its own law when tho Luldest reformne 
ers dovlaro that appelito must bo cul. 
tivated and trained before it can be 
trusted; and again, Jove, ho saya, makes a 
man pontle and refined; whorons, tho 
truth is, that lovo takes tho character of 
the individtal, and is not gentle and re- 
fincdubless tho person is all this inde- 
pendent of his lave, If this werenotsothe 
Rimplo experience of ihe tender passivn 
would coustitnto a euro way, and short 
cut, to everything great and goud in 
character, nnd Fove would change a low, 
uenn, or solish mau intoono o! natures 
noblemen. In that caso no trusting 
woman would ever be disuppointed or 
Decomo broken hoartod. (2). “Behold how 
tho Jaw deprayes the moral sense," is an 
interjectional . phrase that I moet
